altars their beautiful flowers,and celebrate 
the day, we see how God so strangely or 

ders it that they give testimony to his res 
| urrection, and so out of their own mouths 
he brings proof and condemnation. 
| Jews saw in Christ only a human being, 
and saw notthe supernatural, and even af 

ter they had been converted, the apostles 
had to protest against their ritualistic ten 

dencies. They could not comprehend how 
God could be worshipped any where as well 
as inthe gorgeous temple. The eye and 
ear lusted for forms, They very soon be 

gan to overlay the church with ceremony, 
and they had robes, high altars, little boys, 
céensers, popes, substantiation and transub- 
stantiation, and this thing was called the 
ehureh. The old and new Jews reminded 
the speaker of the sun worshippers, who 
built a temple of glass, andl their god filled 
every part ofit. At length some of the 
worshippers desired more adornment, and 
pictures were added; but the more they 
adorned, the less of their god had they. 
Andsoit is to-day. God established a 
spiritual chureh, with a spiritual priest- 
hood, and where it meets it is flooded with 


God. But the more pictures, the less 
Christ; the more art, the less piety, Adam 
was made a living soul, but Christ was 


made a quickening spirit. The more spir 
itual funetions of Christ haye appeared 
since his resurrection, It was the step from 
the more material aspect of his ministry to 
the spiritual, and his ascension brings it to 
us, and thereis now a relation unthought 
of while he tabernacled with us on earth. 
rhe speaker believed there was a tendency 
throughout the Christian world to come 
together in spiritual worship, and it was 
due to the doctrines of his chureh. The 
ordinance we practice is a protest against 
receiving unconverted babes and youth 
into the chureh, and hence the blessed 
change. ‘The creeds of 50 years ago are 
practically worthless, and the spiritual 
change is coming more and more, not like 
the earthquake, but slowly, quietly and 
beautifully like the opening spring time. 
Epicurius was a distinguished philoso- 
pher, and although he had a wonderful 
control of his appetites, his disciples inter- 
preted his doctrines differently. But of 
all the great Roman ideals not one was 
born of Epicurianism. Epicurius believed 
not in God, but that the world was the re 
sult of fortuitous arrangements of atoms, 


generation, and many of his followers lived 
sensual lives. They ridiculed the super- 
natural and denied the immortal. 
speak of modern thought, and discovery, 
but in philosophy modern thought has no 
triumphs whatever. Science has unfolded 
some things, but philosophy reverts to old 
times and renames them. The doctrines 
that man sprang from lower creation, of 


from the Old philosophers. We see many 
} such men now, some of whom admit God 
} and deny the divine providence; and oth- 
} ers admit the providence but live for ap- 
petite, for wealth, for ease. The antidote 
for all this is the resurrection, the super- 
natural, Since the Moody revivals have 
attracted attention our Unitarian friends 
have preached against the supernatural, 
yet last Sunday they preached of the res- 
urrection, 
the dead, nor can it roll away the stone, 
and as I see it done I cannot doubt the su- 
pernatural. His coming forth tells us that 
nothing can be so noble as self sacrifice. 
Learn it mothers, learn it ministers. The 
most potent power in life, is when we have 
sacrificed it, nailedfit to some cross, pierced 
it, and dropped it in the tomb to come 
forth beautiful and glorified. And com- 
ing along with it and out of it is the spirit- 
ual change, a change so marvellous that 
when men saw it they felldown at Jesus’ 
feet. Epicurus would make us mere 
wheels and cogs. The wretch in the gutter 
must stay there. The stone must be kicked 
about. But the resurrection shows 
there isa hope. Some will say personal re- 
ligion is only a love for the beautiful and

John Welch, Esq., President of the Board 
of Finanee, which has just been published, 
says: 


At one moment great anxiety was felt 
lest there should be a seareity of accom- 
modations for visitors. It has been en- 
tirely removed. Hotels of very large ca- 
pacity have been erected In the immediate 
vicinity of the Exhibition and throughout 
the city. Old ones have been enlarged, 
and by the agency of an enterprising as- 
sociation very large numbers of 
dwellings, of which Philadelphia has sixty 
thousand more than any other American 
city, have been utilized for the purpose; 
so that under no probable circumstances 
can any inconvenience occur for want of 
comfortable accommodations.

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THE MASS. PRESS ASSOCIATION 
VISIT THE CENTENNIAL. 

The Massachusotts Press Association 
started upon its Seventh Annual Sum- 
mer Excursion, on the evening of 'Thurs- 
day, June 1, There were 136 in the 
party, and the families of two of the 
members having preceded the party, and 
stopping at the same hotel, swelled the 
number to 144. The Stonington route 
having been selected, the Providence 
depot in Boston was the rendezvous, and 
the time of starting having been changed

toa half hour later thar the schedule 
time, an impromptu reunion was held, in 
which the pleasures of former excursions 
and the anticipations of the one before 
them were discussed with the animation 
80 common to the beginning of a journey. 
The agent of the line, J. W Richardson, 
who by the way isa native of Woburn, 
accompanied us as far as New York, and 
gave his personal attention to the many 
little details that go to fill up the measure 
of comfort while travelling. We ems 
barked on the Steamer “Stonington” 
about nine o’clock, and liad a quiet sail 
to New York, where we arrived in the 
early morning, and breakfasted on the 
boat, Crossing the North River at 
Desbrosses street ferry we embarked on 
a special express for Philadelphia, 

On the Pennsylvania Railroad the Con- 
ductor runs the train, and the ‘ Train 
Agent” takes up the tickets and fares, 
each being independet of the other. The 
run from New York was devoid of any 
special interest, with the exception ol 
being stopped once by the automatic 
signals which warned us that we had 
crept too close to ihe preceding train. 
We arrived at West Philadelphia in 
about three hours, and coming out of the 
depot found ourselves at the very gate- 
way of the Exposition. Entering car- 
riages we were speedily conveyed to the 
Grand Exposition Hotel, an immense 
hostelry on Lancaster and Girard Aven- 
ues, capable of accommodating 1825 
guests with a room apiece, A short rest 
for dinner, and our faces were turned to 
the Exposition. Entering the main gate, 
the turnstiles registered us and we were 
within the Centennial grounds, 

Where to begin the description of the 
wonders that were revealed to us, or 
where to end it, 1s a difficult question. 
All the space we could spare for a year | 
would hardly suflice todo it justice. The 
excellent letters written by Edward King, | 
inthe Boston Journal, giving almost 
daily a column of description will be 
found of great interest. Also the letters 
of Anna S. H., in the Transcript, and a 
host of others who are on the ground and 
send to their eastern readers each day 
accounts of new beauties and more re- 
markable wonders.) We wished tosee as 
much as possible and accordingly adopted 
the practice of walking down one avenue 
and up the next. The space in the build- 
ings is divided between the different 
nations and in most these 
have been fitted up in so characteristic a 
manner that but very little imagination 
is required to complete the illusion that 
the visitor is actually in the country 
represented. Some thought that it would 
have been better to show all the gooda by 
classes and 80 compare the nations in| 
special lines. The plan adopted, however, 
has many advantages. You enter China 
for instance, and there are the 


bloused and pigtailed attendants, working 
or lounging about, while their cultivated 
principal explains in very tair English 
the objects of interest. Japan ulso at- 
tracts the visitor in the same way. Young 
men seem anxious to exbibit the treagures,

the whole thing as ‘** most extrordn’ry.” 
Brazil invites you with a surprising dis- 
play and Belgium, Italy, Austria, lrance 
and the rest, unfold a lesson in geography 
as well as in the arts and sciences, Our 
own country is not a whit behind the 
others, and whoever Visits the Centennial! 
will come away with the feeling that after 
all America is the nation, ‘he main 
building 1s most devoted to the beautiful 
and the ornamental. Furniture carpets 
and tapestry to satisfy the taste of the 
most luxurious, piano and musical instru 
ments of all kinds, jewelry, and silver 
ware in the moat artistic forms, laces and 
fabrics which it is almost dangerous for 
ladies to examine, and 60 much that is 
beautiful and lovely that an unpleasant 
sight would almost be a relief, Dr, 
Cutter exhibits bis chair in the main 
building. At one end, on either side of 
the grand organ is the Massachusetts 
Educationa!

whole exhibition, Oneream of paper is 
shown there, the sheets of which ate six 
feet wide and e¢ighteen feet long.

We spent 
aday inthe Main Hall, and a month 
would not have been too much, Still, 
peraaps a passing glance at most of the 
articles, and a carelul eXamination of the 
principal items of interest is suflicient 
to give one a good idea of the exhibit. 

The Shoe and Leather Building we 
found very interesting, Calvin How & 
Co’s case of shoe stock made a good 
show and is the best of its kind. John 
Cummings & Co show their mavutact- 
ures, but in too modest a way. Other 
manutacturers with inferior goods make 


a better show, by more art in the ar- 
rangement. And this art of arranging 


the goods is the most remarkable feature 
of the exhibition, Many goods not 
specially attractive, compel attention by 
the skilful manner of their arfangement. 
A stroll through the Shoe and Leather 
building will convince the most skeptical 
that there is really “nothing like leath- 
Griz. 

The Machinery Hall is hardly less at- 
tractive than the Main Hall. Here the 
inventive faculty makes its best show. 
Machines for everything but thought are 
here displayed. And many of these in- 
genius contrivances seem almost poss 
sessed of intellect. ‘Che Walter Press is 
here printing the Times, and the Bullock 
prints the Zlerald, ‘* four to his one,” as 
the pressman assured me. The 
type forms of these two papers are made 
in New York every morning and ex- 
pressed to the Centennial, where they are 
run off with lightening speed, and dis- 
tributed through the city. Sewing ma- 
chines here perform wonders that it was 
once supposed impossible te accomplish 
with the needle, In the Brazillian de. 
partment cocoons were being unwound, 
the fibre from ten of them forming a sin- 
gle thread of silk. Silk weaving ot all 
kinds goes on, but the most attractive is 
the weaving of book marks with a por- 
trait and motto.

BOARD OF HEALTH | 


REGULATIONS. | 


ISSUED JUN 
Extracts from the General Statutes 


Massachusetts, Chapter 20 

“ The Board of Health shall h regu- 
lations as it judges necessary for the public heatth 
and safety. Whoever violates any such regula- 
tions shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one bun- 
dred dollars.” 

In compliance with the foregoing statutory 
provisions and believing that a great amount of 
good may be done by the timely and energetic 
abatement of all nuisances, the Board of Health 
of this town hereby issue the following regula- 
tions: 

Reauuation 1, Ordered that all putrid or de- 
caying vgeetablo or animal matter be removed 
forthwith from all vaults, privies, cellars and out 
houses, and either buried or deposited at least ten 
rods from any bighway, dwelling house or public 
building in this town, and covered with dry 
earth. 

Rea, Ordered that the contents of all privy 
vaults and cess poolsin the densely populated 
districts of this town shall be removed during the 
night time, viz; between the hours of 9 o’elock PB. 
M., and 4 o'clock A. M., and that all persons so 
removing night soil or refuse of any kind, which 
emits an offensive odor, must have their carts 
tight to prevent leakage, and effectually covered, 
and not stop more than five minutes onany street 
within ten rods of any dwelling house, except for 
loading and unloading. 

Keo. 3. The Board will order 
all hogs, goats, or other animals, 
presence appears to be prejudicial to 
health and comfort, 

Kea. 4. Ordered that no privy vaults be opened 
after the tenth day of July next until the first 
day of October, except for purposes of disinfeo- 
tion. 
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moved daily.

animal or vegetable matter, shall be thrown upon 
or into any street, lane, yard or gutter, and that 
all persons are hereby notified to desist trom sach 
practice and ordered to deposit the same in tight 
vessels, having a tight fitr cover, and if not 
properly buried on the premises, the same shall 
be removed not less often than oned every forty- 
eight hours at least ten rods from use or 
highway, and covered with dry earth. 

Req. & Ordered that there shall not 
or offered for sale any decayed or unripe fruit 
decayed or unfit meat, or adulterated milk 
milk from improperly fed or diseased animals. 

Req. 9. Ordered that no sink, or sewer drain, 
or water closet shall empty into any 
ter, or run upon the surface of any 
street, alley or lane in this town. 

Ordered when any physician is called 
to attend upon a person in this town sick with 
small pox, scarletine or other contagious disease 
dangerous to the public aid physician 
shall immediately ve iereof to the 
Soard of Health.
